Cin'RCH  EXTENSION. 

.A  I  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  of  th« 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  1844,  a  Fkmrd  of 
Commissioners  for  Church  Extension,  was 
appointed,  as  the  regularly  constituted  organ 
of  the  Church  for  rendering  assistance  to 
feeble  parishes  in  the  erection  of  suitable 
places  of  worship.  Such  a  Board  has  been 
needed  for  many  years,  and  the  object  of 
ihcir  appointment,  constitutes  a  very  impor¬ 
tant  department  of  religious  benevolence ; 
one,  in  which  churchmen  ought  to  be  deeply 
interested.  There  never  was  a  greater  call 
lor  ihe  services  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in 
New  England,  than  exists  at  the  present 
tune  ;  yet  in  most  of  the  places  where  there 
are  promising  openings  for  the  Church,  more 
or  less  of  pecuniary  assistance  will  be  requi¬ 
red,  to  enable  the  new  parishes  to  erect  suit¬ 
able  places  of  worship.  The  Secretary,  in 
lus  report,  very  justly  remarks,  “  New  pa¬ 
rishes  in  our  growing  community  do  not  usu¬ 
ally  spring  up  at  once  into  full  maturity. 
They  must  have  their  state  of  infancy,  where¬ 
in  they  require  a  fostering  care.  The  great¬ 
est  temporal  want  of  an  infant  parish,  is  a 
habitation  ;  and  next  to  that,  the  means  of 
sustaining  public  worship  therein.  That  is 
a  favorable  opening  indeed,  where  a  congre¬ 
gation  might  be  formed  which  should  be  able 
from  the  first  to  provide  the  current  expenses 
of  public  worship.  Even  an  old  parish  is 
reckoned  in  a  good  condition  which  can  do 
this  from  its  own  resources.  But  the  infant 
parish  has  both  these  wants  pressing  upon 
it  at  the  same  time.  And  if,  at  the  moment 
when  it  is  struggling  into  existence,  with 
however  fair  a  prospect  of  being  able  to  sus¬ 
tain  the  ordinary  expenses  of  worship,  the 
additional  and  greater  burden  of  building  a 
Church  is  laid  upon  it,  what  is  to  be  expected 
but  that  the  double  weight,  as  immoderate  as 
il  is  unreasonable,  will  crush  its  tender  growth 
and  blight  its  fair  prospects  ?  In  view  of  the 
salvation  of  souls,  the  prosperity  of  the  Re¬ 
deemer’s  kingdom,  or  tho  increase  of  our 
own  Church,  here  is  a  call  most  direct  and 
urgent  for  the  benevolent  interposition  of  a 
general  organized  charitable  institution.” 

The  advantages  of  such  a  Board,  at  the 
presenl^iinc,  are  very  obvious.  Il  will  tend 
to  remove,  in  a  measure,  at  least,  that  most 
serious,  but  very  general  evil  of  a  Church 
debt,  which  has  so  pressed  upon  many  of 
our  new  parishes  as  to  einbarra.ss  iheir  efforts, 
and  thus  dishearten  the  most  xealou.s  in  their 
endeavors  to  huild  up  the  Church.  Many  an 
infant  parish  has  been  brought  to  the  brink 
of  ruin,  in  consequence  of  a  heavy  debt,  in¬ 
curred  by  the  erection  of  a  place  of  worship; 
and  the  Church  ha.s  been  saved  from  being 
sacrificed  under  the  hammer  of  the  sheriff  by 
the  liberality  of  individual.s  who  are  first  so¬ 
licited  lo  contribute  to  build  the  Church,  and 
who  give  largely  for  this  purpose,  and  then 
arc  called  upon  lo  contribute  to  save  it  from 
going  out  of  the  hands  of  those  for  whom  it 
wa.s  erected.  We  do  not  say  where  the  fault 
lies,  we  only  affirm  the  fact,  which  is  a  crying 
evil  in  our  Church,  and  which  the  organiza 
lion  of  this  Board  is  calculated  lo  check. 
Large  sums  have  been  wasted  upon  Church 
buildings  by  injudicious  expenditure,  for 
want  of  experience,  or  want  of  skill  in  busi¬ 
ness  transactions,  or  want  of  economy.  The 
Board,  by  having  the  oversight  of  the  matter 
in  respect  to  those  Churches  which  they  as¬ 
sist  in  erecting,  will,  no  doubt,  materially  re¬ 
move  this  serious  cause  of  hindrance  to  ths 
successful  spread  of  our  beloved  Zion. 

Another  and  a  very  important  advantage 
of  such  a  Board  is,  the  “salutary  influence 
which  it  will  exert  upon  Church  architactura 
in  the  Diocese,  by  promoting  essentially,  the 
most  chaste,  simple,  and  approved  style  of 
building ;  combining  permanency,  cheapnew, 
and  architectural  purity  and  ecclesiastical 
propriety  ;  so  as  with  the  same,  or  even  les.s 
expenditure  of  money,  to  make  important 
improvements  in  the  stability,  tastcfulncss 
and  impressive  effect  of  our  sacred  edifices.” 

The  following  report  was  made  at  the  last 
Convention,  by  the  Secretary,  Rev.  .Mr.  Ed- 
son: 

“The  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Church 
Extension  created  by  the  action  of  this  Con¬ 
vention  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  beg  leave 
lo  offer  the  report  required  by  the  resolutions 
under  which  they  were  appointed. 

“On  tho  I4th  of  June,  1844,  the  day  on 
which  the  Convention  adjourned,  a  meeting 
of  this  Board  was  called  by  the  Bishop  and 
held  in  his  study;  whereat  its  organization 
was  completed  by  the  choice  of  a  Secretary 
and  Treasurer.  At  this  meeting,  on  motion 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Vinton,  the  President  and 
Secretary  w'ere  made  a  committee  to  draw  up 
some  views  of  the  plan  and  operations  of  this 
Board,  to  be  presented  for  consideration  at 
the  next  meeting.  It  was  understood  that 
meetings  were  to  be  called  by  the  President 
whenever  there  might  he  any  business  to  be 
attended  to. 

“  The  next  meeting  was  held  on  the  2d  of 
September,  when  the  committee  appointed  to 
draw  up  some  views  of  the  plan  and  opera¬ 
tions  of  this  Board  being  called  upon,  the 
following  report  was  presented  and  read.” 

The  report  here  alluded  lo,  having  been 
published  in  the  Witness  some  time  ago,  ia 
now  omitted.  The  report  concludes  thus  ; 

“  Application  was  made  to  the  Board,  by 
All  Saints’  Parish,  Worcester,  for  its  action 
on  their  behalf,  with  a  view  lo  raise  three 
thousand  dollars  in  addition  to  three  thousand 
already  subscribed  within  the  parish  ;  it  being 
judged  that  the  land  might  be  purchased,  and 
their  Church  built  for  six  thousand  dollars. 
The  Board  requested  the  Rev.  Dr.  Chap.man 
to  preach  in  the  Churches  in  Boston,  and  to 
take  collections  in  behalf  of  this  Board,  with 
a  view  lo  aid  the  parish  of  All  Saints’,  Wor¬ 
cester,  in  building  a  Church  for  their  use. 
From  this  and  other  sources,  the  sum  of 
$IM)0()  was  obtained  for  the  object. 

“  An  application  for  aid  was  made  in  be¬ 
half  of  the  Church  in  Plymouth,  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Snow,  when,  after  due  investiga¬ 
tion  of  the  subject,  that  gentleman  was  ap¬ 
pointed  an  agent  of  this  Board  to  collect  funds 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  Church  in  that 
town.

as  I  did.” — Courier  and  Enquirer. 


An  Important  Suggestion. — A  writer  in  the 
last  Protestant  Churchman  makes  the  following 
suggestions  in  reference  to  recent  events  connect¬ 
ed  with  our  school  of  the  Prophets,  in  that  city. 
That  institution  needs  to  be  revolutionized ;  and 
the  sooner  the  better.  A  special  meeting  sum¬ 
moned  at  the  call  of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  would 
be  likely  to  bring  a  full  Board  to  the  place  of  meet¬ 
ing. 

“  Now  since  this  is  inevitably  the  state  of  the 
case,  and  since  the  Church  is  now  under  the  dis¬ 
grace  of  having  a  Bishop  suspended  for  immoral¬ 
ity,  occupying  a  Professorship  in  her  Theological 
Seminary,  and  since  the  meeting  of  the  Board  at 
which  we  expected  this  disgrace  to  be  removed, 
is  passed,  and  nothing  was  done  to  remove  it,  what 
is  now  to  be  done  f  Is  this  disgrace  to  continue 
until  another  annual  meeting !  What  reason 
have  we  to  expect  that  a  motion  for  a  special 
meeting  would  not  then  again  be  rejected !  There 
is  but  one  thing  to  be  done.  A  special  meeting, 
the  Constitution  says,  *  shall  be  called  by  the  Bishop 
of  the  dioceK  in  which  the  Seminary  is  established, 
at  the  requisition  of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops.  A 
majority  of  the  Bishops  ought  immediately  to  make 
the  requisition.  Bishop  O.  is  still  Bishop  of  the 
diocese.  If  it  be  considered  that  his  suspension 
foibids  bis  acting,  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  can 
make  the  requisition  and  obtain  the  call  through 
the  Senior  Bishop.  The  Constitution  does  not 
limit  the  calling  of  a  special  meeting  to  the 
agency  of  Bishop  O.  The  notice  given  in  the  late 
meeting  is  sufficient  to  enable  the  consideratiem  of 
his  removal  to  come  up  constitutionally  whenever 
a  special  meeting  shall  take  place.  Meanwhil^ 
until  such  special  meeting  shall  take  place,  let  it 
be  remembered  that  our  Church  is  suffering  the 
dishonor  of  having  as  her  constituted  instructor  of 
candidates  for  OMers,  a  man  whom  she  has  pro- 
uouDced  guilty  of  immorality,  and  whom  her  con¬ 
stituted  guardians  of  the  purity  of  her  Theological 
Seminary,  knowing  him  to  have  been  thus  found 
guilty,  have  voted  to  retain  as  one  of  its  Profea- 
,  aors.’^

English  Affairs. — From  the  following  extract 
which  we  cut  out  of  one  of  our  exchanges,  it  would 
appear  that  the  Irish  College  Bill  is,  after  all, 
quite  likely  to  prove  a  fiiilure,  at  least  so  far  as 
one  object  of  it  is  to  tranquilize  the  agitations  of  the 
country.  O’Cfonnell  and  his  associates  have  not 
yet  succeeded  in  persuading  the  government  to 
yield  to  all  the  requirements  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Bishops. 

“On  Monday,  when  the  House  went  into  com¬ 
mittee  on  the  bill,  Mr.  O’Connell  read  a  strong  let¬ 
ter  from  the  Archbishop  of  Tuam,  Dr.  M’Hale, 
condemnatory  of  the  bill.  The  government  has 
made  some  concessions,  but  not  enough  to  satisfy 
the  Irish  Ecclesiastics.  The  bone  of  contention  is 
the  religious  education  of  the  pupils.  Mr.  O'Con¬ 
nell  requires  the  presence  of  the  Episcopalian, 
Presbyterian  and  Catholic  clergymen  in  the  new 
colleges,  so  that  the  religious  equality  of  all  may 
be  unexceptionable.  This  seems  fair  enough,  but 
the  government  set  out  with  a  determination  to  have 
nothing  to  do  with  the  religious  education  of  the 
pupils,  and  to  this  view  they  still  adhere.  They 
are  willing  to  allow  the  different  religious  com¬ 
munions  to  establish  professorships  of  their  own 
creeds;  but  as  the  Protestants  are  the  most 
wealthy,  and  the  Roman  Catholics  the  poorest 
people,  O’Connell  contends  that  the  propoMd  ar¬ 
rangement  will  not  put  the  pupils  of  the  latter, 
who  will  form  the  majority  in  the  new  colleges,  on 
a  fiiir  footing  with  the  former.  There  may  possi¬ 
bly,  he  says,  by  private  endowment,  be  six  Pro¬ 
testant  clergymen,  and  only  one  Catholic.  The 
measure  is  thus  opposed  in  the  House  of  Commons 
by  the  ultra-Protestants,  headed  by  Sir  Robert  In- 
glis,  on  the  one  hand,  and  by  the  ultra-C^tholics, 
led  by  Mr.  O’Connell  and  his  trail,  on  the  other.”

Here  the  whole  is  at  a  momentary  stand ;  every 
shoulder  is  placed  under,  and  every  nerve  is  strain¬ 
ed,  and  the  strong  cry  is  heard  from  every  mouth, 
louder  and  more  shrill  than  tongue  can  tell  or 
words  express,  *  more  help !  more  help,  or  we 
perish.’  Were  you  the  spectators  of  such  a  crisis, 
what  would  you  think  of  that  man  who  should  re¬ 
fuse  to  lend  his  aid,  and,  remaining  unmoved, 
coolly  say,  ’  these  men  have  had  help  enough  al¬ 
ready.’  ”

The  Slave  Trade. — From  a  return  issueil  by 
the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Admiralty,  Mr.  Francis 
.\iiiedroz,  of  the  number  of  warrants  granted  by 
the  British  government  for  Proncli  cruisers,  and 
by  the  French  government  for  British  cruisers, 
and  whicli  were  outstanding  on  the  1st  of  Jan¬ 
uary,  and  Ist  of  July  in  each  year,  from  183'1  to 
1844  inclusive,  it  appears  that  the  British  govern¬ 
ment  granted  fur  French  cruisers  in  1831,32  war- 
wants  ;  in  1835,  32 ;  in  1836,  .54 ;  in  1^0,  126; 
in  1841,63;  in  1812,  126;  in  1843,  116;  and 
in  1844, 125.  The  French  government  granted 
simultaneously,  for  British  cruisers,  14,  31 ,  36, 
63,  58,  80,  103, 126,  121,  97  and  96,  from  1831  to 
1844. 

Mr.  Summer,  in  his  late  oration  in  Boston, 
among  other  statements,  said : — There  has  been 
paid  for  Harvard  College  during  its  existence, 
the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  three  thousand 
dollars;  while  the  U.  S.  ship  Ohio,  as  she  now  is, 
has  cost  ^ht  hundred  and  thirty-four  thousand 
dollars.  Ime  College  is  maintained  at  an  annual 
expense  of  ^5,000 — and  the  Ohio  at  ff22,0(K), 
and  he  asks  whicli  of  the  two  caskets  would  a 
civilized,  and  especially  a  Christian  people,  prefer! 

Protksi  ant  Club. — A  vigorous  national  Pro¬ 
testant  club  has  been  formed  in  London,  under 
the  auspices  of  a  distinguished  nobleman,  Elarl  of 
Winchelsea,  the  object  of  which  is  to  secure  the 
return  of  Protestant  members  to  Parliament  at 
tho  next  election.  It  proposes  to  establish  similar 
clubs  in  every  county  and  borough  town  through¬ 
out  the  United  Kingdom.  Its  manifesto  is  of  the* 
most  decided  character. 

Immoral  Advertising. — VVe  arc  gratified  to 
sec  in  the  Tribune  i^ublic  manifesto  against  im¬ 
moral  advertising.  The  Editor  says,  “  VVe  should 
greatly  prefer  tliat  all  advertisers  of  theatres, 
horse-races,  intoxicating  drinks,  &.C.,  would  find 
other  channels  more  acceptable,  as  they  certainly 
could  find  many  more  ssitable,  for  their  cards  than 
the  Tribune.” 

The  German  booksellers  talk  of  opening  estab¬ 
lishments  in  the  United  States  to  protect  them¬ 
selves  against  what  they  consider  the  literary 
piracies  which  exist  there. 

The  money  raised  in  England  and  Scotland, 
last  year,  by  13  Missionary,  Tract,  Bible  and 
School  Societies,  amount^  to  lio  less  than 
i;395,713. 

It  is  said  that  the  Wesleyan  Methodists  of 
Great  Britain  are  about  to  disown  any  connexion 
with  thoee  of  the  U.  S.  who  arc  slaveholders. 

It  is  contemplated  to  establish  a  line  of  steam 
communication  beween  Liverpool  and  Brazil. 

Steam  communication  with  China  has  been 
commenced.  Previous  to  the  departure  of  the 
Great  Western  the  first  monthly  mail  direct  to 
China  was  despatched  via  the  overland  route.  By 
this  arrangement  Hong-Kong  is  brought  within 
48  days’  post  of  London.

They  were  received  into  a  large  rich  room, 
yst  plainly  furnished,  and  conversed  with  the  king 
m  a  standing  attitude.  His  Majesty  appeared  to 
be  well  infoimed  as  to  the  geography  of  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States,  and  asked  many  questions  in  re^rd 
to  the  nature  of  our  government,  the  extent  of  our 
army,  the  population  of  our  country,  the  situation 
(ff  the  city  of  Washington,'  and  if  it  derived  ita 
name  from  the  Father  of  ourcountry.  He  seemed 
interested  in  the  Texas  question,  and  other  sub¬ 
jects.  This  visit  of  the  missionaries  to  the  capi- 
tol,  and  to  the  King  of  Persia,  has  enabled  them  to 
clear  the  mission  from  the  charges  made  against 
it  by  the  Jesuits,  of  meddling  with  state  aifoirs, 
and  to  d  issipate  the  storms  which  has  long  been 
gathering  over  tlie  Nestorian  mission,  and  threaten¬ 
ing  its  destruction.

THE  FIRST  BRITISH  MARTYR. 

The  first  man  who  laid  down  his  life  in 
Britain  for  the  Christian  faith,  was  St.  Alban  ; 
Saint  he  has  been  called  for  that  reason,  and 
the  title  may  be  continued  to  him  in  mark  of 
honor  and  respect,  now  that  it  has  ceased  to 
carry  with  it  a  superstitious  meaning  to  our 
ears.  During  the  tenth  and  most  rigorous 
of  the  persecutions,  which  was  the  only 
one  that  extended  to  this  island,  a  Christian 
priest  flying  from  his  persecutors,  came  to 
the  city  Verulamium,  and  took  shelter  in  Al¬ 
ban’s  house  ;  he,  not  being  of  the  faith  him¬ 
self,  concealed  him  from  pure  compassion ; 
but  when  he  observed  the  devotion  of  his 
guest,  how  fervent  it  was  and  how  firm,  and 
the  consolation  and  the  joy  which  he  appear¬ 
ed  to  find  in  prayer,  his  heart  was  touched  ; 
and  he  listened  to  his  teaching  and  became  a 
believer.  Meantime  the  perscutors  traced  the 
object  of  their  pursuit  to  this  city,  and  dis¬ 
covered  his  retreat.  But  when  they  came  to 
search  the  house,  Alban  put  on  the  hair  cas¬ 
sock  of  his  teacher,  delivered  himself  into 
their  hands  as  if  he  had  been  the  fugitive,  and 
was  carried  before  the  heathen  governor ; 
while  the  man  whom  they  sought  had  leisure 
and  opportunity  to  provide  for  his  escape. 
Because  he  refused  either  to  betray  his  guest 


that  he  had  constantly  th«  superintendence  of 
a  somewhat  extensive  printing  and  binding 
establishment,  and  also  of  a  foundry,  in 
which  founts  of  Siamese,  Malay,  and  Eng¬ 
lish,  as  well  as  of  Chinese  types  were  cast, 
it  will  be  readily  admitted  that  his  life  was 
far  from  being  either  an  idle  or  a  useless  one.

In  the 
history  of  Joshua  it  is  recorded,  how  he  did 
assemble  the  tribes, elders,  heads,  judges,  and 
officers  of  Israel  together,  shewing  them  what 
God  had  spoken  unto  them  by  Moses,  but 
uttering  to  them  no  speech  that  was  not  writ¬ 
ten.  *  •  *  %  Christ  sjieaketh 

many  things,  his  apostles  many  things,  con¬ 
cerning  ihe  doctrine  of  the  prophets,  but  no 
one  point  of  doctrine  which  is  not  found  in 
their  books  and  writings.  The  prophet  Esaias 
saith,  <Bd  legem  it  testbnonium,  “  To  the 
law  and  to  the  testimony.”  If  they  teach 
not  according  to  this  law,  it  is  because  there 
is  no  light  in  them.  (Isa.  viii.  20.)  Consi¬ 
der  the  practice  of  Christ  Jesus,  His  proofs 
are,  Scriptum  cst,  “  It  is  written  (Luke  iv. 
8,)  his  demands  are,  Qvomodo  legis  ?  “  How 
dost  thou  read  ?”  (Luke  x.  20.)  His  apolo¬ 
gies  are,  Scrutamini  scriptitras,  “  Search 
the  Scriptures,  they  bear  me  record.”  His 
Apostles  tread  in  the  same  path ;  they  go  not 
the  breadth  of  an  hair,  not  a  whit  from  that 
which  is  written.  Thus  St.  Paul  protesteth, 
“I  delivered  unto  you  that  which  I  received, 
how  Christ  died  for  our  sins  according  to 
the  Scriptures,  that  he  was  buried,  and  that 
he  rose  the  third  day  according  to  the  Scrip¬ 
tures.”  (1  Cor.  XV.  3.)  It  is  not  lightly  to 
be  marked  which  is  twice  repeated.  He  de¬ 
livered  nothing  but  “  according  to  the  Scrip¬ 
tures.!’  “  I  would  hear  the  voice  of  my 
pastor”  (saith  St.  Augustine)  ;  “  read  this 
out  of  some  prophet,  read  it  out  of  some 
gpalm,  write  it  out  of  the  law,  write  it  out  of 
the  Gospel,  write  it  out  of  some  apostle  : 
read  it,  and  we  will  believe  it.”  These  be 
good  precedents  for  us  to  follow,  till  sufficient 
reason  be  alleged  why  we  should  lay  another 
foundation  than  that  which  hath  been  laid  by 
so  many,  so  wise,  so  reverend  builders. —

I  might  speak  to  you  at  lenrth  of  the  dan¬ 
ger  of  divorcing  the  intellectual  from  the  mo¬ 
ral  in  female  character— or  of  cultivating  the 
former  at  the  expense,  and  to  the  neglect  of 
the  latter.  No  more  striking  example  of  this 
occurs  to  me  at  this  moment,  than  the  gifted 
Madam  De  Steal.  Such  was  the  original 
vigor  of  her  mind,  and  such  the  culture  to 
which  it  had  been  subjected,  that  she  gained 
an  influence  not  only  in  the  literary  but  the 
political  world,  to  which  few  of  her  contempo¬ 
raries,  of  either'sex,  ever  attained.  She  fear¬ 
ed  not  Napoleon  so  much  as  Napoleon  feared 
her.  What  she  uttered  or  wrote  was  matter 
to  be  pondered  by  the  kings  and  princes  of 
the  earth.  Even  now,  she  lives  in  her  pro¬ 
ductions  as  one  of  the  brightest  stars  in  the 
world  of  letters.  But  it  is  an  intellectual  glory 
that  surrounds  her  name,  and  nothing  else. 
Though  never,  so  far  as  I  know,  the  advocate 
of  infidel  doctrines,  she  evinced  in  her  ordi¬ 
nary  deportment  no  practical  reverenca  for 
Christianity :  she  absolutely  cut  loose  from 
religion,  morality,  even  decency,  and  stands, 
and  must  forever  stand,  not  so  much  an  ibx- 
ample  as  a  beacon  to  her  sex.  Shall  I  men¬ 
tion  a  character  now  to  illustrate  the  opposite 
of  this — the  union  of  a  cultivated  genius  and 
a  cultivated  heart  ?  It  shall  be  Madam  De 
Stael’s  own  daughter — the  late  Duchess  De 
Broglie.  She  inherited  in  no  srnall  degree 
her  mother’s  intellect,  and  her  mind  was  im¬ 
proved  by  the  best  advantages  which  Europe 
could  furnish  ;  but  by  a  strange,  though  bless¬ 
ed  inconsistency  on  the  part  of  her  wayward 
parent,  she  was  committed  in  her  youth  to 
the  guidance  of  an  excellent  minister  of  the 
gospel,  and  by  the  blessing  of  God  accom¬ 
panying  his  influence,  slie  Income,  amidst  all 
the  worldly  splendor  which  surrounded  her, 
an  exemplary  professor  of  Christianity.  And 
her  life  was  an  untiring  course  of  benevolent 
action,  she  moved  about  like  an  angel  of 
rftcrev*  amidst  scenes  of  want  and  sorrow. 
She  had  an  ear  that  was  quick  to  catch  the 
faintest  sigh  from  the  desolate  or  smitten  heart. 
The  influence  which  talents  and  station  se¬ 
cured  to  her,  she  consecrated  with  most  scru¬ 
pulous  fidelity  to  the  service  of  God  and  the 
benefit  of  her  race.  As  she  -was  no  stranger 
in  the  royal  palace,  she  diffused  the  savor  of 
her  piety  even  there  ;  and  the  king’s  daughters 
were  not  ashamed  to  own  her  as  a  model. 
Death  has  removed  her  to  a  higher  sphere

He  replied,  “To  you  I  fell  myself 
bound  to  render  an  account,  for  our  religion 
teaches  us  to  treat  the  powers  ordained  by 
God  with  becoming  reverence,  as  far  as  it  is 
consistent  with  our  savation.  But  as  for  those 
without,  1  consider  them  undeserving  of  any 
defence  from  me.”  And  justly  too !  for

THE  BOOK  AND  THE  MISSIONARY. 

A  little  more  than  twenty  years  ago  a 
youth  of  about  seventeen  years  of  age,  the 
subject  of  true  piety,  having  entered  at 
Trinity  Hall,  Cambridge,  with  a  view  to  the 
bar,  the  study  of  mathematics  so  enraptured 
him,  that  he  pursued  it  most  ardently  day  and 
night,  and  grudged  every  moment  taken  from 
it,  except  a  short  period  for  devotion.  So 
assiduous  were  his  studies,  that  after  remain¬ 
ing  there  only  five  terms,  had  he  gone  up 
for  the  examination,  he  would  have  obtained 
a  scholarship.  But  the  great  Head  of  the 
church  had  determined  to  confer  upon  him 
a  higher  honor  than  any  that  a  university 
could  bestow,  namely,  that  of  preaching  to 
the  perishing  heathea  the  unsearchable  riches 
of  Christ.  One  Sunday,  when  he  was  look¬ 
ing  over  some  religious  pamphlets  which  he 
had  brought  from  his  father’s  library,  he  hap¬ 
pened  to  alight  upon  the  memoir  of  Mrs. 
Mead,  wife  of  the  Rev.  C.  Mead,  missionary 
in  Travancore.  The  perusal  of  this  so  power¬ 
fully  inrpressed  his  mind  with  the  importance 
of  consecrating  himself  to  missionary  work, 
that  when  he  begun  to  study  mathematics 
again,  on  the  Monday  morning,  he  found  he 
could  not  proceed;  and  every  lime  he  read 
this  memoir  it  had  the  same  effect ;  so  that  at 
last  he  determined  to  give  up  the  bar,  and  to 
devote  himself  to  the  work  of  Christ  among 
the  heathen. 

That  youth  was  afterwards  well  known 
as  the  highly  esteemed  and  devoted  Rev. 
Samuel  Dyer.  He  left  England  and  arrived 
in  the  Straits  of  Malacca  in  1827  ;  and  during 
the  sixteen  years  which  have  elapsed  since, 
(with  the  exception  of  iHe  lime  occupied  by 
a  visit  to  England,)  first  at  Pinang,  then  at 
Malacca,  and  last  of  all  at  Singapore,  he  ex¬ 
erted  himself  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel  among  tho  Chinese  inhabitants  of  the 
three  settlements.  Not  contented  with  the 
usual  course  of  missionary  effort,  he  applied 
himself  to  the  compilation  of  vocabularies  of 
the  Chinese  language,  to  the  illustration,  in 
various  ways,  of  difficult  points  in  that  lan¬ 
guage,  but  principally  to  the  construction  of 
punches  and  matrices  for  the  casting  of  two 
founts  of  Chinese  type,  a  larger  and  smaller. 
It  was  to  this  last  important  object  that  he 
devoted  himself  with  peculiar  energy  and 
success.  A  great  proportion  of  those  Chi¬ 
nese  characters  which  are  most  usually  met 
with  in  the  classics  and  other  works  generally 
read,  have  been  cast  from  punches  and  ma¬ 
trices  prepared  by  Mr.  Dyer;  and  founts  of 
this  larger  size  of  type  have  been  sent  to  va¬ 
rious  mission  stations.  These  have  been 
universally  admitted  to  be  the  most  correct 
and  the  best  adapted  to  Chinese  taste  of  any 
that  have  ever  been  prepared.  During  the 
last  eighteen  months  constant  additions  have 
been  made  to  these  ;  and  a  new  fount  of  a 
smaller  size  commenced  and  vigorously  pro¬ 
ceeded  with,  and  the  appearance  of  these  is 
equally  beautiful  with  the  larger.  He  had 
accumulated  a  great  mass  of  experience  in 


of  which  he  showed  no  small  ingenuity,  and 
devoted  much  manual  labor.  In  carrying  on 
these  efforts  he  was  greatly  assisted  by  pecu¬ 
niary  contributions  from  those  who  look  an 
interest  in  the  work,  but  he  also  contributed 
largely  himself  out  of  his  own  private  funds. 
Whch,  in  addition  to  this,  it  is  m0ntione4 


before  swine,  to  attempt  to  speak  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel  to  a  wild,  tumultuous,  and  fanatical  mob  ! 
After  the  governor  had  in  vain  threatened 
him  with  wild  beasts  and  the  funeral  pile,  he 
made  the  herald  publicly  announce  in  the  cir¬ 
cus,  that  Polycarp  had  confessed  himself  a 
Christian.  These  words  contained  the  sentence 
of  death  against  him.  The  people  instantly 
cried  out,  “  This  is  the  teacher  of  atheism,  the 
father  of  the  Christians,  the  enemy  of  our 
gods,  who  has  taught  so  many  not  to  pray  to 
the  gods,  and  not  to  sacrifice  !”  As  soon  as 
the  proconsul  had  complied  with  the  demand 
of  the  populace,  that  Polycarp  should  perish 
on  the  funeral  pile,  Jew  and  Gentile  hastened 
with  the  utmost  speed  to  collect  wood  from  the 
market  places  and  the  baths.  When  they  wish¬ 
ed  to  fasten  him  with  nails  to  the  pile,  the  old 
man  said,  “  leave  me  thus,  I  pray,  unfastened. 
He  who  has  enabled  me  to  abide  the  fire,  will 
give  me  strength  also  to  remain  firm  at  the 
stake.”  Before  the  fire  was  lighted  be  pray¬ 
ed  thus  ;  “  O,  Lord  !  almighty  God  !  the 

Father  of  thy  beloved  Son,  Jesus  Christ, 
through  whom  we  have  received  a  know¬ 
ledge  of  thee  !  God  of  the  angels  and  of  the 
whole  creation  ;  of  the  whole  human  race, 
and  of  the  saints,  who  live  before  thy  pre¬ 
sence  !  1  thank  thee  that  thou  hast  thought  me 
worthy,  this  day,  and  this  hour,  to  share  the 
cup  of  thy  Christ  among  the  number  of  thy 
witnesses !”
